CHANCES ARE THAT THE WOMAN WILL DIE

War Reloading Weapon FTreparatory
te Shooting Mimself When OM-
sera Bater and Plase Him
Under Arvest,

Jamesa R. Reed, n boarder at ths Goos
hotel, fired four shots iInto the body of
Glennle Hynes at her room, 140 Welnter
street, about & o'clock last night. Reed
was only prevented from taking his own life
by the prompt arrival of Emergoney OfMcor
Baldwin, who wrested the weapon from his
grasp when he was In the act of attempting
to reload It The Injured woman Was re-
moved to the Clarkson hospital ‘and at-
tended by Police Burgeon MacDlarmid, Dr.
Bummers, who was called later, sald phe
wias too weak to undergo an dperation last
night. 1t s the opinton of the attending
physicians that the woman cannot recover.

Reed has been calling upon thq Hynes

womun sinee last January. On two or
three different occasions he has threatened
to take her lfe If she did not marry him.
Aococording to his own statement Reed first
met the woman during January #st her
home, B Webster street. He wgs In-
fatuated with her from the first and assarts
that she had made promises to marry him
which were never fulfilled. Bome tlne ago
an agreement was entered Into between
them that they were to be married In Oc-
tober, The man sald he was acting In
good faith, but last Thursday ho ocalled
upon the woman and found a man In her
room. He took her to task sbout It and
she laugshed at him. He then went to a
place on Sixteenth street nnd purchased a
revolver with the intentlon of killing her
and himeelf. He put the revolver In his
trunk and iaft It there untll yesterday
morning, when he décided he would sommit
the deasd.
- He called at the Hynes woman's room
about 8 o'clock in the forencon and found
her Ih & very ploasant frame of mind nnd
could not make up his mind to take her
Hfe. Agnin about 11 o'clock he oalled, and
thoy drank four botyes of beer together.
He had promised to buy her a silk drees
and went from her room td the Boston
store, where he ordered the dress and pald
for it. A telegram wa# then sent by him
from the Paxton hotel steting that he
had ordered the dress sent to her. This
telagram was found In the girl's room when
it was searched by the offcers,

Slght Angered Reed,

The thought of killing the woman had
partially deaerted Reed untll he called at
her room agoeln at 430 o'clock yesterday
aftarnoon, and found two men vigiting her.
8he met him nt the door and requested
him to retite to another apartment and
walt for her na ahe wolld be ready to mee
him tn a féew minutes, During thoe time he
was wiiting he grew very angry to think
that she would entertaln other men In
preference (o himaell,

After the men had lerft the woman entered
the room whers Reed was sitting. She
camo over to him and anked for money, at
the same titne feeling in his pockets to ses
If he had any. She fournd no money, and sat
down In & K‘Ir near him. He belleved the

proper time had arrived to kill Her and

pulled the revolver from his porket and
fired three shots. Am the last shot rang
out the woman jumped to her feet and
grappled with him. He placed the mus-
gle of the gun agminst her bresst and
fired twice. There werd no more cartridges
fn the gun, so he was forced fo quit shoot-
ing. L

He then lu'rntd and mnh out of the
room nnd entered another room on the
other slde of the parlor with the Intentlon
of relonding the weapon and killing him.
self. In attempting to get the shells Into
the revolver the cylinder eame oul Into
his hand and he wan trying to replace it
when Offcer Baldwin kicked In the door
and took the mun awny from him. He had
ploced one shell In the eviinder and had

o back to New TYork and fght [ annther In his hand when the oMcer aelned

him. Two shells algo Jay on the dresser
by his wslde. Five empty oartridges wers
pickad up by the officers on the the floor
of the room where Need was found. The
revolver wns a 38-callber weapon,

Peoterson Locka the Door.

The bullding In which thd ahooting oo-
curred adjoined the saloon of Nels Petors
son on the west. There Is n door leading
from the front parlor of the apariment
into the saloon. When the proprietor of
the salopn heard the shots fNired he also
heard the girl oall out: “Oh, Maude, [ am
shot.” He Iimmediately closed the door
leading Into the parlor and callel the po-
Lce station on the telephone, telling the
desk sergeant that he thought & murder
had been committed. Maude Snyder is a
companion of the Hynes woman living In
the house, The Hynes woman was the
landiady of the place. The Enyder woman
had gone Into the saloon to tolephone a
friend and had the recelver to her ear
when she heard the shots fired. Bhe at-
tempted to get Into the parlor to go to
her friend's assistance, but could not do
s0 as Pelerson had locked the door,

Just a moment before the shots were
fired, Willlam Peterson, wha ¢ In the em-
ploy of the American Express company,
&s & Adriver, stepped Into the parlor of the
place, He heard four shots fred and sgw
the woman rush out of her room. wh'ech
was on the south side of the house, Hhe
erfed out, "He has shot me,” and turning,
ran back Inte the room, He wus the
only person In the house with the excoption
of Need und the Hynes woman when the
crime was commitied.

Helleves Heed COrasy.

Peter Goos, proprielor of the Goos hotel,
sald that Reed came 16 board with him
about three montha sgo, and that he had
been conslderad crazy by everyone sbout
the house ever aince he had beep there.

Mr. Goos sayn he has heard Lhe other
boarders In the hotel Jalking of the queer
actlgne of Reed on more than one oe-

caslon, and that he hus noticed them him-
ult almost dsily. According (o Mr. Goos,
Reed would take crying spells. ¥e would
begin to weep from apparently no cause
snd at Umes would keep It up for hours.
